64-65 Cheng clearly states that a base rod may be formed by 
mulitple layers (10-20 layers). Than in the next sentence (Col. 3, Lns. 1-2) Cheng states that successive layers are 22a, 22b, and 22c. In 
order to achieve 10-20 layers with success layers being 22a, 22b, and 22c it would require this pattern to repeat. Cheng goes on to 
disclose other possible patterns however. 
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
